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The intent with which a false representation was made by words, or conduct such as acts performed in concealing the existence 
of facts is ordinarily a question of fact! to be decided in view of the circumstances connected with, or immediately preceding 
or following, the transaction involved.” The question whether there was an intent to deceive the party who complains that 


he or she was defrauded by a false representation is one of fact.’ For illustration, 1t may be observed that whether or not a 
misrepresentation as to the ownership of certain property was made with fraudulent intent or was due to an honest mistake is a 


question for the jury to determine.* The jury is to determine what the person making an ambiguous representation intended the 


person to whom it was made to understand by it, where its truth or falsity depends on the interpretation given it. 


Once the existence of a fraudulent intent has been determined, it rests with the court to declare its legal effect.° 
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
